"The judiciary of today," says the 
resolution, "is one of the modern agen­ 
cies of the capitalistic class for the 
subjugation of the masses. 
The f- d- 
eral judges, who are appointed by the 
president Horn the circles of corpora­ 
tion lawyers upon the recommenda­ 
tion of prominent business men and 
plutocrats, are as a rule Hie worst and 
most unjust of the multitude of un­

and there are not half enough officers 
on any of the ships.
